Applicant's arguments filed on January 23, 2007, after the issuance of the final office 
action have been fully considered and are deemed not persuasive. 
In response filed, applicant argues in substance that: 

a. Ginzboorg fails to disclose monitoring changes in the state of a logical 
connection, the logical connection being an internet socket defined by an IP address and a 
transport port number, creating and recording data whenever the monitored logical 
connection changes state and generating data on the basis of the recorded data (pg. 12). 
In response to argument [a], Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Ginzboorg does disclose the process of monitoring changes in state of logical connection, 
i.e. whenever a connection is made, the logical connection being an internet socket (the socket, 
as known in the art, comprises only the IP address and a port number), creating and recording 
data whenever the monitored logical connection changes state, i.e. whenever the connection is 
established, closed, interrupted, etc., and generating the charging data on the basis of the 
recorded data, i.e. when the connection is established and when the connection is closed, as this 
is evidenced by the detailed mappings presented in the prior office action. 

Furthermore, sockets are well known in the art. In TCP/IP networks, each TCP segment 
contains the source and destination port number to identify the sending and receiving application. 
The combination of an IP address and a port number is sometimes called a socket. 

Furthermore, at column 1 1 lines 15-38, Ginzboorg teaches the usage of socket for a tcp 
connection. 
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The fact that Ginzboorg monitors the established connections and generates the charging 
data based on the connection implies that Ginzboorg teaches monitoring the socket connections 
and generating the charging data based on the connections, simply because every TCP 
connection involves a socket, which includes an IP address and a port number. 

Furthermore, applicant alleges on page 13 of remarks "using the present invention, it is 
possible to monitor the different sockets that are created to generate charging data based on the 
socket usage. . .", however, the claims fails to disclose monitoring different sockets. 

Therefore, based on the teachings above, applicant arguments directed towards the 
distinction between the prior art and the claimed invention is deemed not persuasive.
